All winners must achieve Level I 
scores on math, science, reading, 
writing and science. Initial testing 
was done in the spring of2006, but

Romulus has earned an 
important ranking, courtesy of 
the Southeast Michigan Council 
of Governments (SEMCOG). 

The group recently released 
the Non-Residential Develop¬ 
ment Study, which measures 
economic activity in various 
communities. The city is ranked 
number three in more than 100 
Michigan communities ana¬ 
lyzed for the study. 

In the study - which mea¬ 
sures square footage for build¬ 
ings constructed in the seven- 
county region that makes up 
southeast Michigan in 2005 - 
Wayne County led the pack with 
10.3 million square feet in devel¬ 
opment The municipalities that 
topped the list are DetroiL with 
3.6 million square feet; Canton 
Township, with 1.4 million 
square feet; Romulus, with 
803,000 square feet; and Allen 
Park, with 762,000 square feet 

Romulus Mayor Alan 
Lambert said he was impressed 
with the city ranking, but said 
there’s a lot of effort behind the 
scenes to lure new businesses. 

“I’m not surprised,” he said. 
“We’re working very hard to 
bring more development to the 
city, (Economic Development 
Director) Tim Keyes especially. 
“It’s a long process, though, and 
people may not see results 
immediately.” 

The study comes out each 
year, and SEMCOG hopes com¬ 
munities can use it as a tool in 
their own economic endeavors, 
said Janet Mocadlow, a plan¬ 
ning analyst for the SEMCOG 
Data Center 

‘The level of non-residential 
development is a good indicator 
of where things are going in the 
region,” said Mocadlow, who led 
the study. “Really, all develop¬ 
ment is. We look at these num¬ 
bers each year to determine 
what our overall economic fore¬ 
cast for our member communi¬ 
ties will be. It gives us a better 
sense of where the growth is.” 

The study breaks down 
development into five cate¬ 
gories: industrial, warehouse, 
retail, institutional and office. In 
Romulus, two industrial pro¬ 
jects put the city in the top three

Firefighters victorious in blood ‘battle’ 
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named 3rd 
in growth

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Students may help rebuild 
historic Riggs house in Van Buren

The Riggs house could be getting some 
renovation help soon from the students of 
the Van Buren Public Schools building 
trades class. Township trustees approved 
the first steps to making that possible last 
week 

As part of the effort to bring the historic 
farmhouse and bam back to life, students 
would be the ones to renovate, restore and 
reconstruct the property. 

Anthony Mulkey, parks manager for Van 
Buren Township, said the students will be 
doing this opposed to building a home, like 
they usually do for the class. 

“The building trades class came to us 
and asked if there was an interest to have 
the students in the high school program 
provide the labor to restore the farmhouse 
and bam. After discussing everything with 
the school and township staff it seems to be 
a mutual benefit,” he said. 


During the past five years, the township 
has studied various plans for the property 
with the goal of developing it for communi¬ 
ty-based uses available to the public. The 
current township recreation master plan 
includes improvements for the area and, in 
2004, Van Buren Township was awarded a 
parks and recreation grant from Wayne 
County to improve the parks. A portion of 
that was allocated to improve Riggs farm, 
but it’s been difficult to find funding to 
improve the buildings, according to the offi¬ 
cials. 

The home was originally built in 1867 
and still stands on about 31 acres of land on 
East Huron River Drive in the township. 
The cost to restore the structures to an 
acceptable level of compliance with current 
building access standards has not permitted 
the project to go forward, officials said. 

However, the Belleville Area Rotary 
Foundation has expressed an interest in 
funding the building material portion of the 
project 


Smoke testing set in township 


Until Oct 13, Van Buren Township will 
conduct a smoke testing of the sanitary 
sewers on Haggerty Road, between Van 
Bom Road and Ecorse Road in the town¬ 
ship. 

The tests are being done to locate 
areas where excess water is entering the 
system. Most of the smoke should exit to 
the atmosphere through the roof vent of 
buildings. It is possible that some smoke 
may enter the building if there are drains 
in the plumbing system that do not have 


water in the traps. The smoke is non¬ 
toxic and will not harm people or stain 
any furniture or material and has no 
effect on plants or animals, according to 
officials. 

More detailed information is being 
delivered to homes and businesses locat¬ 
ed in the area where the smoke testing is 
being performed.

- the First Industrial Realty 
Trust Distribution Center and 
the Liberty Property Trust 
Distribution Center, which are 
322,000 square feet and 425,000 
square feet, respectively. 

The fact that the city made its 
mark in industrial development 
bucked a trend seen throughout 
the state, Mocadlow said. 

‘The development that has 
been most affected by the econo¬ 
my is industrial,” she said “This 
year, 23 percent of the develop¬ 
ment was retail, and only 20 per¬ 
cent was industrial Developers 
are afraid right now to build 
warehouses and other sorts of 
spec (speculation) facilities 
because they are afraid they 
won’t find any tenants.” 

Other projects under con¬ 
struction in 200 included the 
Bravada Plaza, a 41,000 square- 
foot retail center; and the 
Romulus Senior Center, which 
is 15,400 square feet 

Romulus struggled for many 
years to find adequate develop¬ 
ment for the city, despite the fact 
that it is home to Detroit 


Metropolitan Airport, the ninth 
largest airport in the world. But 
during the past five years, the 
city has seen a boom in home 
building and commercial devel¬ 
opment, and will likely be home 
to a casino and racetrack some¬ 
time during the next five years. 

The study indicates that 
regionally, residential develop¬ 
ment was down slightly from last 
year, from 17 million square feet 
to 15 million square feet, 
Mocadlow said. 

‘The slight drop that we’ve 
seen this year is more or less 
what we expected,” she said. 
“Its not really very much to 
worry about We did see a lot of 
retail development based on 
supply and demand - that is 
what’s keeping thing things 
going.” 

The steepest drop recently 
was between 2002 and 2003, 
when non-residential develop¬ 
ment dropped from 29 million 
square feet to 17 million. The 
overall condition of the state 
economy was in part responsi¬ 
ble for this, Mocadlow said. 

Wayne County has fared rela¬ 
tively well, despite lackluster 


statewide economic conditions. 
The county had a total develop¬ 
ment in 2005 of 10.3 million 
square feet, representing 31 per¬ 
cent of the region total activity. 
That development was an 
increase from the 9.3 million 
square feet of activity in 2004. 
Wayne County edged out 
Oakland, which posted 9.9 mil¬ 
lion square feet in 2005. 

Dr Mulugetta Birru, director 
of Wayne County Economic 
Development, said the county 
success is linked to residential 
development 

“We have a lot to offer here,” 
he said. “Wayne County saw 
5039 new housing starts in 2005, 
compared to Oakland County 
with 4556.” 

Mocadlow said the western 
part of the county always has a 
great deal of building activity. 

“Western Wayne County is 
always a good place for develop¬ 
ment,” she said. 

“This especially true of com¬ 
munities like Canton Township 
or Van Buren Township. There 
are several growing communi¬ 
ties out there, so we always see 
favorable numbers.”

paying for college or vocational 
training The program was nearly 
shuttered two years ago because 
of state budget deficits, but com¬ 
plaints from parents and students 
saved the program. 

Another reason the program 
was created was to increase the 
number of college graduates in 


the state. According to the Cherry 
Commission - a panel chaired by 
Lt Gov. John Cherry, fewer than 
22 percent of Michigan adults 
have a bachelor’s degree - which 
is four percentage points lower 
than the national average of 26 
percent 

Schools officials in Romulus 
are basing their current numbers 
on data from the MEAP scores 


turned back to them by the state. 
But the Michigan Department of 
Education will not release their 
official list of merit award win¬ 
ners until this April, when all of 
the schools have tabulated the 
numbers. 

Currently, separate House and 
Senate bills that would increase 
the award to $4,000 per student 
are under debate in Lansing.

curb the critically low blood 
reserves at local hospitals by call¬ 
ing on law enforcers and public 
safety personnel to donate blood.

Police are asking residents of 
both Inkster and Romulus to be 
on the watch for a man who shot 
at an Inkster Police patrolman 
two weeks ago. 

Detective Colleen Kurth said 
officers are seeking Todd Selma, 

22 and of Inkster, for shooting at 
Inkster Ofc. Anthony Abdallah, 

39, after a vehicle chase on Sept 
15. 

“We believe that he may be 
hiding in Romulus,” she said. 

“Some tips that we have seen 
seem to indicate that” 

Selma is described as 5-foot 9 
inches tall and weighingl37 
pounds. He could be wearing 
comrows or have a goatee, Kurth 
said. 

The incident in which police 
are seeking Selma began as a 
traffic issue at 5:45 p.m. on Sept 
15. Abdallah was traveling north¬ 
bound on Michigan Avenue when 
he noticed a passenger car mov¬ 
ing erratically on the other side 
of the highway. He went through 
the turnstile to pull over the vehi¬ 
cle, and it took off. 

The car moved through a 
neighborhood followed by the 
police cruiser when it stopped on 
Ash and Cherry streets, police 
said. Then, Selma allegedly exit¬ 
ed the vehicle and led Abdallah 
on a foot chase. 

Police said the driver began 
shooting once he got out of the 
car. Abdallah returned fire, and 
neither man was hurt in the inci¬ 
dent. Officers were unable to 
apprehend the suspect at the 
scene, however. 

Wayne County Prosecutors 
have handed down a warrant for 
Selma’s arrest. He is facing 
charges of attempted murder, a 
felony punishable by up to life in 
prison; fleeing and eluding, a 
two-year felony; felonious 
assault a four-year felony; felon 
in possession of a firearm, a two- 
year felony, and other charges. 

Because Selma is a being 
charged as a third-time habitual 
offender, he could be required to 
serve double the number of 
years of any sentence, according 
to Michigan law. He has previ¬ 
ously been convicted twice of 
fleeing and eluding a police offi¬ 
cer 

Kurth stressed that Selma is 
considered armed and danger¬ 
ous, and that police should be 
contacted immediately by any¬ 
one who may come in contact 
with him.

Schools count on you 

The day that school administrators look to with a mixture of con¬ 
cern and anticipation has finally arrived. 

It’s the official September count day. 

The day actually came and went yesterday and the final figures 
weren’t known at press time, but the preliminary results are fairly 
interesting 

Plymouth-Canton saw tremendous growth, again, in the student 
populatioa Northville did, too, although not quite to the extent that 
they had forecast earlier this year 

Communities like the Wayne-Westland school district—which is 
mostly built up and attracting limited new residential development— 
saw the student population decline, while Inkster saw an encouraging 
sign of luring students back from charter schools. Romulus about held 
their own, which is an impressive feat in its own right, given the kind 
of competition going on between them and neighboring school dis¬ 
tricts and charter and private schools. 

Students face a lot of pressure these days. The outcome of the 
Michigan Education Assessment Program (MEAP) test is nearly con¬ 
stantly thrown at them. They’re forced to perform more at a younger 
age and that is a good thing as long as it helps prepare them for an 
increasingly competitive future without sacrificing the aspects of life 
that lets children be children. 

The official count day is important to districts because it is one of 
the factors they use to set their budgets. The number of students 
directly relates the amount of funding school districts get from the 
state and this is a sweepstakes in which it is better to have more 
younger students than older ones. The cost of educating a elementary 
or middle school pupil is generally less than educating a high school¬ 
er. 

With the fluctuations in enrollment happening everywhere, it’s dif¬ 
ficult for school administrators to set their annual budget If you add 
in the fact that they operate on a different financial timetable as the 
State of Michigan, their forecasting ability becomes even more impor¬ 
tant 

Given all these variables, is the increased competition districts 
face amongst themselves and from outside schools a good thing? 

We think so. We’ve always felt that public schools provide the best 
education for students, for the most part The size and diversity of 
their facilities provide diverse educational experiences that can’t be 
found elsewhere. 

Even so, it’s sometimes good to be looking over one’s shoulder at 
the competition, constantly refining operations to be the best around. 
When that happens, schools can count on a healthy, happy student 
populatioa 

A bold deadline, indeed 

Those involved with the attempt to renovate the Historic Wayne 
Theatre set a new deadline last week. 

It is a bold one with potentially grave consequences. 

Members of the Historic Theatre Board asked city officials for yet 
more time to put together a plan to bring the theater back and come 
up with the money to do it with the caveat that if they were unsuccess¬ 
ful, they would give the property to the city.

My life changed a split second on May 26. 

On my way home from a wedding at the Fox Hills

in a long line of postponements 
of the inevitable. 

The people involved with the

Maybe I’ll earn some 
respect points for not demanding 
a ‘get out of jail free’ card, I told 
myself. 

That didn’t work either In the 
hours I sat huddled in the comer 
of the cell, the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion gradually sunk ia I thought of 
Lisa, worrying at home. I won¬ 
dered what I would say to my 5- 
year-old son, Henry, when they 
arrived in the morning to pick me 
up. You think about a lot of things 
when you’ve got nothing to do but 
piss your way to sobriety. 

Even then, though, I knew 
what the long-term effects of this 
ticket and arrest would be for 
me—personally and professional¬ 
ly. I buried my head in my hands 
and I started to cry.

Wounded soldiers returning from 
combat overseas can find assistance in 
Westland—and a fundraiser Saturday 
night hopes to ensure it stays that way.

Van Buren Township will host a house¬ 
hold hazardous waste day collection from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. on Oct. 14 at the 
Environmental Quality Company, located 
at 49350 North 1-94 Service Dr. for all town¬ 
ship residents. 

Acceptable items include: bug sprays, 
floor care products, furniture polishes, 
metal polish, medicines, nail polish, clean¬ 
ing products, transmission fluids, auto bat¬ 
teries, battery acid, brake fluids, car wax, 


diesel fuel, fuel oil, antifreeze, gas, 
kerosene, motor oil, fungicides, herbicides, 
insecticides, pesticides, fertilizers, rat poi¬ 
son, household batteries, fluorescent light 
bulbs, artist paints/mediums, dry cleaning 
solvents, fiberglass epoxy, solvents, lighter 
fluids, pool chemicals, paints, paint thin- 
ners, varnish and stains, wood preservers, 
gun cleaning, cutting oils, turpentine and 
aerosol cans. 

Unacceptable items are: explosives and 


ammunition, propane tanks, industrial 
waste, tires, medical waste, smoke alarms, 
asbestos and fire extinguishers. 

Many household items require special 
attention in their use, storage and disposal. 
A product is considered ‘hazardous’ if it is 
toxic, poisonous, flammable, reactive or 
corrosive. Check the labels to see if it is 
hazardous. Unwanted portions of haz¬ 
ardous products are considered to be haz¬ 
ardous wastes and should be treated in a 


careful manner to avoid accidents or pol¬ 
luting our environment, according to offi¬ 
cials.

Supervisor King opened the public hearing and stated the Board has a packet of infor¬ 
mation including a Resolution to establish a Special Assessment District within the 
Walden Woods Subdivision Phase 4 which is located on the north side of Tyler Road 
between Belleville and Morton Taylor Roads. Director Kelley stated the developer of 
Walden Woods is requesting the Township establish a Special Assessment District for 
the purpose of installing and maintaining street lights through the DTE Energy 
Company program. The purpose of this public hearing is to receive comments and 
questions regarding the setting up the geographic boundaries for the Special 
Assessment District (SAD). If the district is approved a second public hearing will be 
held in October for spreading of the assessment roll. The Township uses the special 
assessment process to provide a method to collect payment for street lighting via the 
property tax bill. The initial capital outlay will be $10,980 and is to be paid by the 
developer. The initial annual cost of $2,895 is to be spread among the 81 single-fami¬ 
ly residential homes in Phase 4 with an annual cost of $35.74 per lot. The other three 
phases of Walden Woods already have the same type of street lights. Supervisor King 
stated ten street lights would be installed. 

A member of the audience inquired about whether her home was in this district and 
would benefit from the street lights. Director Kelley stated he would check the loca¬ 
tion of her home to see if she is within the Special Assessment District. A resident 
from the Homestead Subdivision Phase 4 inquired about the Special Assessment 
process. Director Kelley stated the first three phases of the Homestead Subdivision 
already has street lights and phase 4 will also get street lights. Further, this is one 
way of having the street lights installed through the DTE Energy Company program 
and it is up to each development to decide how their street lights are done. A resident 
inquired about the location of the street lights.

Gretchen Nichols, along with 
other homeowners in the 
Homestead subdivision, are not 
happy about the new Victoria 
Park residential development in 
Van Buren Township. 

“When I first bought my home 
about a year ago, I bought the 
plot because I thought it was 
going to be closed-off, quiet and 
in back of the subdivision. Now 
its going to be a whole other set¬ 
up,” she said during the town¬ 
ship board of trustees meeting 
last week. 

Nichols, along with many oth¬

Fearless is a worthy vehicle to move 
the international star in a new direction. 

It’s not perfect by any stretch, nor is it 
as good as Hero, released in the U.S. in 
2004, but it does provide some beautiful 
scenery, amazing fight scenes and a little 
bit of story thrown in for good measure.

I headed out to the Imax Theater 
at Henry Ford Museum in 
Dearborn to watch Deep Sea 3D.

A good docu¬ 
mentary can make you feel like 
you’re really there and this film 
takes that concept to a whole 
new level. The film focuses on 
some of the quirkiest creatures 
of the deep from around the 
world and offers just a glimpse 
into their daily lives. From giant 
squid and whales to coral and 
fish, virtually any sea creature 
you can think of is included. 

The film focuses primarily on 
relationships and how animals 
seemingly at odds with each 
other can be mutually dependant 
on one another, such as giant tur¬ 
tle that need smaller critters to 
eat the algae growing on their 
shells. While that may have a sort 
of National Geographic special 
feel to it, the fact of the matter is 
this is a film with a real sense of 
humor that saves it from getting 
too heavy.
